soldiers back. The girl was a Virginian' 
of that simple faith which disbelieves in 
strife and bloodshed,' and her name was 
Rebecca. It was another "Rebecca at 
the Well," with this difference — that she 
drew from the ghb-tongued officer the 
number and position of Early 's army, 
their intrencbments and batteries on the 
Oppeqnan, and what troops had been 
withdrawn.
